RIGHT TO CARRY ARMS. 
The editor of a contemporary, in discussing the proposal 
to take firearms away from the people in order to tiisa/ni 
bandits and robbers, expresses a fear that sinh action might 
interfere with tin* constitutional right oi the people to "keep 
and bear arm s/’ 
The right to which reference 
is made is a onotation 
from the second amendment to th** constitution of the United 
States, w hich reads: A well-regulated militia being net as­ 
sary to the security of a free state, the right of the people 
to bear arms shall not be infringed." it appears extremely 
doubtful if this amendment to the constitution was intended 
to preserve the right ut any individual to maintain an arsenal 
in his home or to carry abroad. 
It surely did not mean that 
any person should be encouraged to keep weapons that would 
aid him in the commission of crime. The fact that the term, 
a w ell-regulated militia, 
is *used iii the amendment would 
indicate that the right to "keep and bear arms" is not an 
indi\ idual right, but one oi a collective character, given 
through regular organization for the protection of the state, 
as is plainly indicated by the wording of the amendment. 
Bandits will get pistols and other weapons for their 
thievish and murderous uses, so the only plan that seems id 
be feasible is to round up the crooks and disarm th**m. I here 
is nothing to fear from law-abiding citizens, even if they 
should provide themselves with weapons in self-defense. Tnt* 
crook who is permitted to run at large will find weapons 
to carry on his criminal work, regardless, of any laws that 
may be passed.
